EAST AND WEST. 

The Dundas Banner of January 4th says 
editorially: 

“It would he interesting to know at whose 
expense lecturers from the Northwest are 
extolling in Ontario the advantages of the 
Territories. Ontario takes a fatherly interest 
in notonly the Territories but Manitoba, 

and is always ready to lend them a helping 
hand. But the question is pertinent, has 
not Ontario done enough for the Northwest 
without being asked to send more settlers to 
till the virgin prairie? It cost the people of 
the older provinces several millions of dollars 
to buy the Northwest from the Hudson Bay 
Co., millions more to lay a transcontinental 
railway to bring that great country into 
closer communication with the rest of Cana- 
da, other millions to carry immigrauts 
across the Atlantic to settle there, and of 
the millions of Ontario money that have 
been sunkin land in Manitoba and the 
Territories, as well asthe men of whom 
Ontario has been depleted in order that the 
wilderness might be cultivated, perhaps the 
less said the better. The truth is that 
Manitoba and the Northwesc have been 
built up on men and money taken from the 
older provinces, Ontario most of ell. How 
long is this to continue? Nor is this the 
worst of it. The purpose of all this draining 
of Ontario is to raise wheat to compete with 
that of our own farmers, the very men who 
are called upon to foot the biggest part of 
the bill. It is nowonder shat Ontario farm- 
ers are complaining, when they have been so 
heavily drained to build up wheat growing 
competitors to themsclves, How much 
longer are they to be drawn upon for men 
and money for this purpose?” 

Of course ‘‘Manitoba and the Northwest 
have been built upon the men and money 
taken from the older provinces, Ontario most 
of all’ So nave to a considerable extent 
Michigan, Minnesota, Dakota and Washing- 
ton notto say Nebraska, Iowa, Missouri, 
Kansas, Texas, California, and other western 
States to all of which Ontario and the other 
eastern provinces have sent their quota of 
men and money. It is to be taken for 
granted that the people of these pro- 
vinces do not risk the losses incident toa 
change of abode merely because the advant- 
ages of the territories, or any other region, 
are extolled, If they make a change it is 
because they are crowded out by increased 
population and consequently decreased 
opportunities at home. It is to be hoped 
that the “drain” to Manitoba and = the 
Northwest, rather than to the States, will 
continue just as long as the people of the 
eastern provinces crowd each other out; so 
that those who are crowded out may be 
benefitted by having a wider and more 
productive fleldin whichthey may expend 
their energies, so that they may assist the 
eastern taxpayer iv supporting the national 
burdens, so that their trade may enrich 
eastorn manufacturing and wholesale centres, 
and 80 that the increased prosperity of these 
centres may be reflected throughout the 
wnene of eastern Canada, as it cannot fail to 

The ‘worst of it” that “the purpose of all 
this draining of Ontario is to raise wheat to 
compete with our own farmers” is the worst, 
because the most asinine, argument of all. 
Of course if both Ontario and the Northwest 
raise wheat the product of the one competes 
with that of the other, jusi as the product of 
the county of Wentworth competes with that 
of Waterloo, At the same time every bushel 
raised in the Northwest asin Ontario, or in 
Waterloo us in Wentworth, is an addition to 
the wealth and business of the country, and 
the fact of its being so is held to be more 
than compensation for the loss by competition, 
if there is loss, which in this case is not | 
admitted and cannot be proven, But sup. 
posing this competition of the Northwest to. 
be « los, does not the Ontario settler in_ 
Michigan, Minnesota or Dakota compete 
with the Ontario farmeras muchas if he 
Were settled iv the Northwest?

Canada that it will be any less a competitor, 
or less dangerous as such, It issurely better 
for the Ontario farmer that the inevitable 
competition of the Nurthwest should be by 
hie fellow taxpayers, by the consumers of 
the articles manufactured in his neighbor- 
ing towns, by the customers of the wholesale 
dealers of the adjoining cities,rather than by 
men from: whose prosperity he would and 
could receive no benefit. And if it is better 
for him that this country should be developed 
under his rather than under foreign control 
it is worth his while to take the means 
necessary to secure that development, and 
the more rapid the development the sooner 
the burden is lightened. 

That the development of the Northwest 
has not been more rapid, that the burden 
which it is to the eastern taxpayer is not now 
lighter, is due to that feeling of utter selfish- 
ness, that over sharpness, that tendency to 
see the penny rather than the pound, that is 
80 vividiy expressed in the Banner's article. 
That sort sighted selfistiness has led the 
men of local interest and petty iafluence 
throughout Ontario and the east to seek to 
prevent their friends and neighbors whom 
circumstances compelled to luok for a wider 
field, from going to the Northwest, with the 
result, that, as objections to the Northwest 
did not mitigate existing conditions in 
Ontario, the emizrant was not prevented 
from removing, but was directed to the 
western states instead of to the Canadian 
Northwest, There is no reason why the 
hundred thousand citizens of Canada who 
have settled in Dakota and Minnesota during 
the past ten years should not have settled in 
the Northwest except the short sighted 
selfishness of the voting population of those 
provinces, whose industrial and commercial 
progress depends entirely upon the develop- 


are to-day swelling the revenues and com- 
merce of the United States instead of those 
of Canada, if they are consuming the manu- 
factures of New England instead of Outario, 
if their trade is benefitting St. Panl and 
Chicayo and New York instead of Wiunipeg 
and forontoand Montreal.

THAT DISALLOWANCE. 
leading p-pers announcing the disallowance 

of the Northwest ordivauce providing for 

the expenditure of moneys uncer the control 

of theassembly give a long list of reasons | 
for the disallowance, attempting to create 

the impression that these reasons are official. 
No reasons have been officially given, so that 
when the Ovtawa correspundent yives this 
list of reasons, it should be remembered 
that they are given on his responsibility and 
not on that of the government, and there 

fore that the statement may or may not be 
coreect. Without counting or arguing the 
objections said to be taken to the ordinance, 
as the questicns jinvelved are of a most 
intricate Character, 1t may be well to point out 
that they are of a nature to create the 
impression in the public mind that the 
assembly in passing the ordinance in ques- 
tion ran counter to the plain reading of the 
statute under which it was organized That 
in tact it Was pussed either in ignorance ur 
with a desire to make rather than save 
trouble. If it were true that the ordinance 
was so very far and clearly out of the power 
ot the assembly, its disallowance was not 
necessary. it was of non effect in any case. 
There was uo need of paying it the attenti a 
of disaliowing it, The very fact that it was 
tormally disallowed proves that the alleged 
reasuns given for its disallowance were not 
the true ones, The talented correspondent 
has proved tvo much, If the ordinance 
was of the nature indicated there follows a 
serious reflection upon the three judges, 
who sitin theassenibly for the purpose of 
advising regarding legislation, and who 
made uo objection to it; whose silence could 
be excused regarding the principles of an 
erdinance, but could not be regarding its 
leygul uspect. And if there isa reflection 
upon the judges, how much greater the 
refiection upon the lieutenant governor, 
who by formally assenting to this ordinance, 
now said to be ridisulously beyond the 
power of the assembly, made it actually law, 
as far as his action could do so. Surely the 
lieutenant goveruor is not of such poor legal 
ability or so lacking in judgment as to give 
his asssnt to an ordinance that was so clearly, 
what the legal lights love to call, ultra vires. 
As forthe members of the assembly, they 
had a duty to perform to their constituents 

They had, as in duty bound, demanded that 
the funds shguld be expended according to 
their directions, The lieutenant governor, 
contrary to all constitutional usage and the 
clear reading and meaning of the statute, 
and contrary to the precedent established 
by himself at the preceeding session of the 
assembly, had refused to accept their advice. 
To protect the public interest they felt 
bound to provide for the expenditure of that 
part of the public funds regarding which 
their right of full control was never, and is 
not yet, questioned, according to their 
wishes, To this end thedisallowed ordinance 
was passed, and was thankfully accepted by 


the legal expertsa.d the lieutenant governor, | 


with hiseight purtizuns in the assembly as 
well,as a temporary solution of the ditticulty, 
The effect of its disallowance is cither to tie 
up the $24,000 of territorial funds until 
another session of the assembly, or to permit 
its expenditure without the consent or 
advice of the representatives of the people 
Whose money it is.

ENQUIRIES. 


R. McKernan received a letter of enquiry | 
regarding Edmouton this week from Kintore, 
Ontariv. The letter says: ‘I want to take | 
up homesteads for myself and two boys. | 
Could I get good land to locate on within 
reach of a achool around Edmonton. 1 have | 
two children, twelve and ten, [ would like 
to send to school. Would there be a chance 
of renting a small farm around Eimonton 
until we locate. If it is a good farming 
country around Edimonton how is it that 
everything is so dear; we understand that 
potatoes are $2a bushel. Do they freeze in 
the winter. Would cattle pick their living 
going from Calvary to Edmonton the first of 
April. Is there timber out there to build a 
log house, and what would a house 18x24 
cost. Do you burn coal or wood in your 
stoves? 


In reply: There would be no difficulty in 
getting jand to homestead within reach of a 
school around Edmonton, but of course 
there would be greater choice of homesteads 


to admit of a school being established, There 
are chances of getting claims to rent for the 
summer atabout $2an acre for the land 
ander cultivation, The reason that potatoes 
are so dear is that they were a partial failure 
last year owing to the drouth, coupled with 
carelessness in planting. Those who have 
potatoes to sell do not complain of the high 
price. They do not freeze inthe winter if 
properly pitted or kept in a good cellar. In 
some seasons cattle could do very wellon the 
road from Calgary to Edmonton about the 
first of April, or before, but about the 
fifteenth of April would be a safer date. 
There is plenty of timber for house building 
in all parts of this district. A house 18x24 
would cost for Hooring, shingles, windows 
and nails about $150, In town coal is used 
for fuel alinost entirely, at $83 a ton, Ont of 
town wood 1s generally used, but where 
settlers are near a coal seam,as the Sturgeon, 
river, they use coal.

BRANDING. 


Tue growth of the cattle industry in this 
part ol the country and the importance 
which it has assumed make it advisable that 
its interests should receive special considera- 
tion. An ituportant question at the present 
tine, and one thatmay haveto be dealt 
with soen is; Should provision be made for 
the registration of brands in this district? 
In a district where the cattle are only in 
large herds and are on the range the year 
round, branding and brawd registration are 
a convenience and a necessity. Butin this 
district in which cattle are owned in smaller 
bands and are kept in the yard or stable 
four monthsin the year, and where asa 
consequence every owner can swear to his 
own animal, the same necessity for branding 
does not exist nor for incurring the ineun- 
venience of branding and registering. At 
the same time many herds are getting so 
lane that to prove ownership in every 
animat without a brand is a difficult, matter, 
especially as during the summer months the 
cattle are not herded and many owners do 
not see their herds for months. In such 
cases to have a registered brand would be a 
great convenience, But if there is registra 
tion of brands the brand stands as first evid- 
ence of ownership and the result is that 
every man who lets bis cattle run during the 
summer is practically compelled to brand 
for his own protection, Where small bands 
of cattle are so numerous as in this district, 
this would cause many people to be put to 
agreat deal of inconvenience which without 
a brand law would not be necessary, For 
the present itis probably as well for those 
whose herds are 30 large as to make a brand 
necessary to use One which will be as differ 
ent from those of their neighbors as possible, 
and when brands increase in numbers end 
similarity so that there is a danger of con- 
fusion of ownership will be time enough to 
dewand the regis tratioiot brands,
